\Here’s no way of talking to you good 

i People; I mean in order toConvi@i- 

on,like Demonftration, nor will any 
Demonftrations, fuch is the Thwart Current of 
our Times, affe& you, but fuch as may be 
brought heme to every Man’s Door, that 
may be feen as it were without Eyes, and 
that whenicisread, moft ftrike a true U- 
pifon upon the Underftandiag of every 
Hearer. Wel, fince it muft be fo, fach 
Demonftration you fhall have. 

Why muft this Prohibition of India Goods 
be fo advancagious to us, faysa knot of Ob- 
je€tors to me, chat have been thefe two or 
three Years biting this Thong, that has 
firangled their private Gain, and who re- 
pine at lofing their particular Profis, tho 
they enjoy’d it at the Price of Starving the 
Nation ? Why, fay they; muft it be fo 


very advantagious now, more than former- 
ly; we had Manufaétures before, and our 
Poor had Employment before, and why 
muft they make fuch a Clamour now, moce 
than ever ? 

This is the reafon, why I fay we muft 
lay afide Argument, and come direétly to” 
Demonftrations and Matters of Fa@ ; it is 
true, that from the Reftoration of Ki 
Charles 11. to the Revolution, in eee 
time, all kinds of Indian, French, and {ta- 


lian wrought Silks were freely imported; we 


had ftill our own Manuta@ures going on, 
and our Poor were tollerably well em- 
ploy’d. 

And tho’ there are great Obje@iong, 
which would fairly lie againft the Particur 
lars, yet I choofe. to grant, for the fake. o¢ 
the Argument, all that our Oppofers al. 
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edge, the eafier toccrme at,and the fronger 
to enforce the great thing I am purfuing, 
call’d Demonftration. 

Let the Gentlemen then come to Parti- 
culars, and compare the quantivy of Indian 
Goods Imported, in toe Years petore the 
Revolution, and the Quantity Imyorted 
from the Revolution to the Prohibition, and 
they will find the Proportion beyond all 
Suppofirion ; ard {peaking of the particu- 
Jar forts prohibited, fuch as Damasks, 
Chints, Pelungs, ftained Callicors, Hand- 
kerchiefs, and other Silks, they ftand ia 
the Books plainly to be fren, regarcing one 
another thus, fome as 126 to 2540; others, aa 
23 to 315% Obhers, as 15 to 769; and a 
Zain, as 1 te200; the numbers of Ships 
going to the Indies, advanc’d from 2 or 3, 
4nd fometimes but 1 in a Year,fometimes 3 
jn two Year,to 57Ships fent oucin 1 cats, 
oralittle more, and to Fleets 0' 6, 9 and il 
Ships coming heme together 5 the 7aviftock 
in her firft Voyage, brought home 9700 aad 
fome odd pices. ofrich Damayks, and above 
200000 piecegof Silks and Cal’icues of feve- 
ral kinds, that dire@ly Rivall’d our own 
Manulaéturés. 

Thefe ar¢ Demonftrations, and tho’ they 
are but few, of the many J might bring, and 
of more I purpofe-to bring in this Argu- 
ment, yet thefe may ferve to fatisfie any 
reafonable Man, that tho’ the Euft /wdia 
and Fremb Trades were in being in thofe 
days, and in their Proportion did freighten 
usin our Manufa€tures, yet the Grievance 
was young, the degree of it fmall, and 
the People who did nor naturaNy delight 
in complaining, were not allarm’d with a 
eneral Deftruétion as they were afterwards. 

en the encreafe of thofe Goods, and ths 
forprizing turn of the general fancy of 
the Nation to thofe Goods, as a Fafhion, 
thew’d it felf like a Flood, that fhould 
drow and bear before ir our whole Manu- 
fatuee, and like the Locufts of Egyps de- 
Your sts pleafant thing. 

If youfee in your Weekly Bills, go or 
40, or (ametimes 100 per Week dye of the 
Feavour, nay, if 7 or 8, or ro ate put in 
of the Spotted Fezver, the Politick Word 
for the Plague ; you cry ic is a Sickly Times 


or fo 3 butif 30 or 4o a Week fhould fall 
ofthe Plague, and Families be infeed 
with it ; this alarms the Town, the Rich 
flie. into the Country, che Peur run to 
Church to the Prayers, treat perhaps nee 
ver gave God Aimigirny ‘bar cevuble for 
feme Yeats before ; and tne Magiftraces 
fhuc up Houles, and Exercife their Auiho- 
rity, ¢® prevent the Mifchics proving U- 
uivertal. 

Upon the Frontiers, if a few Moreders 
or Suraglers rove abruad (o fteal Poulcry, 
and pick up what they can get 4 the lic- 
tle Towns are not very uneatie, and their 
common Weorh is their fecuricy; but if 
large Detachments of the Enemy «ppear, 
or the Armies are advancing, tlicy take 
the avarm all over the Country; away 
they. run to the Fortifi'd Towns, and res 
move their deft Effeéts, or get Saft guards 
en payivg large Contributions. 

I necd nut explain thefe Similies, I hepe, 
they areappolte and juft; the Jndéa Trade 
in the Diys of the late King Charles and 
King ames, did indeed make little Inva- 
fons upon our Trady 3 it had its il! Cone 
fequences upor our Manufaétures, and as 
far as it Weat, without doubt, the Dameze 
had its Propor-ion ; but ihz Wound was 
fmal, the Grief infenfible, and it was 
not felt fo, as t gire us any coticern 3 be- 
tides, we in England are not over apt to 
apply preventive Phytick, of regard tha 
mifchiefs we fee only, till we feel thems 
and thus this Diftemper, like a ow Feavour, 
grew upon us, till it began to affe& the 
Vicals of our Trade; and then we grew 
light headed, fel! into Convulfions, and 
had gone ftark mad, had not the Phyfici- 
ans of the $rate, { mean the Parliament, 
apply’d the only Specifick, and by at once 
removing the Caufe, put a full ftopto the 
Eff=@s, which were come to that height, 
thatI may mcedeftly fay, border’d very 
near upon the Incurable, and would bave 
proved Mortal to our Trade, if it had 
gone but a little farther. 

If any one pretend to enquire, wherein 
they proved Tnjurious toour Manufaétures, 
and alledge, they only invaued cur French 
and Jsalian Trade, from whence we, before 
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thal, Imported 2 ys quaatity ofwrought
